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Native arts: weaving past and present

The message reads "Come 
to share our traditions." It's an 
offer of friendship and unity, to 
be taken seriously. 

This weekend, Montréal will 
be the si te of a u nique gathering 
of both traditional and contem- 
porary Native culture, only the 
second of its kind in 500 years. 
For two days. Native people 
from across Canada, the United 
States and Europe will come 
together to provide Montreal 
with an opportuni ty to see, hear, 
taste, feel and generally experi- 
ence first-hand a part of Can- 
ada's subverted reality. 

If you've never seen/heard 
Inuit throat singing, you have 
clearly been deprived (It's an 
amazingly weird and wonder- 
ful acoustic feat — sounds rather 
like Aboriginal music, but no 
instruments are used). 

Anyway, the festival includes 
folk singers, guitarists, comedi- 
ans, traditional and contempo- 
rary music and dance, and a 
wide variety of handcrafts. The 
fine arts are well represented as 
well, with displays of painting, 
photography id prints, all 
providing a special perspective 
of the interweaving past and 
present values of Canada's 
Native population. 



Saturday focusses on a con- 
temporary adaptationof Native 
culture, while Sunday brings a 
traditional Pow-wow. 

The Native Friendship 
Centre of Montreal (NFCM), a 
non-profit agency which pro- 
vides much-needed social serv- 
ices to Native people aerbss 
Canada, is organising the festi- 
val. Originally a student drop- 
in centre, the NFCM has ex- 
panded to become a nationally 
recognised institution. One of 
i ts major successes was the foun- 
dation of the Native Woman's 
Shelter in reaction to the grow- 
ing numbers of Native women 
forced to the streets by inade- 
quate housing provisions. 

All proceeds from the festi- 
val will go toward a new build- 
ing for the Friendship Centre. 

There is a special display at 
the festival of Native educators 
for the preservation and pro- 
motion of Native languages, an 
issue that has worried Native 
Canadians a great deal, with 
good cause. "I was beaten by 
my teachers for speaking my 
native Micmac at school," said 
festival coordinator Audrey 
Mitchell. 

It was thought the knowl- 



edge of a Native language 
would do nothing for an indi- 
vidual's career opportunities, 
and it might in fact hinder them. 
"The parents went along with it 
then," Mitchell remembers. 
"Now my children are learning 
both languages, and I encour- 
age them with this." 

Native publications like the 
Akwesasne Notes, a Mohawk 
newspaper, and Sans Reserve, 
the only francophone Native 
newspaper, seek to encourage 
Native language as much more 
than just archival. 

Through displays, dancing, 
music and food, the message is 
clear: this is a national revival of 
much of what has been lost in a 
post-modernist Canada, and it 
strives to include everyone. 
Native and otherwise. Felix 
Gonzales, festival coordinator, 
expressed his desire to see 
Montréalers and Native Cana- 
dians interacting together, 
learning about a culture to- 
gether. "I think it's time to dance 
together." 

The Eighth Annual Native 
Cultural Festival takes place 
between September 30th and 
October 1st at Westmount High 
School, and will include more 
than 30 shows, some of which 
should only be missed at 
gunpoint.

After a one year hiatus, the 
Cent Jours d'Arl Contemporain is 
back. 

In its fourth year, this con- 
temporary art show is already 
one of the most important in 
Canada. Twenty artists, nine 
from Canada and 11 from 
France, West Germany, the 
States, and Italy participate. 

The art takes the form of in- 
stallations using video, sculp- 
ture and painting. As is the 
tendency in contemporary art, 
the installations require a large 
space, in this case 3400 square 
metres of a rehabilitated tire 
factory on Notre Dame Est. 

The art here is primarily 
conceptual: one should not 
expect a purely aesthetic expe- 
rience. Far from simple repre- 
sentation, these works question 
our concept of art itself and its 
parameters. For the uninitiated, 
works like those of Joseph 
Kosuth will lead one to ques- 
tion the nature and meaning of 
art — exactly what the organis- 
ers hope to do. 

Contemporary art does not 
limit itself in medium or space. 
Works like those of François 
Girard which use projections 
reflected on water or those of 
Gilbcrto Zorio using sound to 
connect his work and empha- 
size the space in-between show 
theunlimited aesthetic, sensory 
and conceptual possibilities of 
today's contemporary art. 

Unlike the first three years, 
this show does not have a 
"theme," which has given art- 
ists the freedom they need. 
Having moved out of the cav- 
ernous bowels of Place du Parc 
(ex- La Cité), the organisers have 
found a venue which is fortu- 
nately able to give some cohe- 
siveness to this eclectic show.

The Gallery Powerhouse is 
sweet sixteen! Pull out the 
noisemakers and gather 
around — Powerhouse has come 
of age and proven its worth in 
the Montréal community. The 
gallery is bigger, the artists are 
morcdiverse,andthcfestivilies 
have only just begun. 

The vernissage on October 7 is 
not only a celebration of the 
gallery's existence, but of the 
evolution of a collective of 
women. The Powerhouse was 
formed in 1973 by a group of 
artists frustrated with the lack 
of respect and exhibition space 
they were receiving. The reverie 
became reality as women 
created the gallery and filled it 
with works that had been 
snidely ignored. Although the 
art community had originally 
taken little notice of the women 
represented here, the 
Powerhouse gradually gained 
the attention and respect that 
made it one of Monréal's 
forefront art galleries. 

Opening with a video 
installation, the Powerhouse is, 
"namingitsown heroines," said 
Corine Corry, co-ordinator of 
the exhibit. The video, prod uced 
by Lisa Krupka, consists of short 
clips of 163 of the over 500 
women involved with The 
Powerhouse over the past 16 
years. Each statement begins 
with, "The Powerhouse is..." 
What ensues is an intriguing 
account of women's 
involvement in art, feminism. 



and the gallery itself. 

Corry concedes that for 
anyone unfamiliar with the 
gallery, this is the perfect 
opportunity to see all it has to 
offer. 'The Powerhouse is not 
exlusionary. It supports all 
points of view, and although it 
does not exhibit male artists, it 
docs receive male clientele." 

Corry concedes that for 
anyone unfamiliar with the 
gallery, this would be the perfect 
opportunity to see all it has to 
offer. She is alsoquick to mention 
that, "The Powerhouse is not 
exclusionary. Itsupportsall points 
of view, and although it does not 
exhibit male artists, it does receive 
male clientele." For example, at 
the art auctions necessary for the 
independent gallery's fund- 
raising, male artists frequently 
donate their work. 

"It just goes to show that they 
support where we're coming from 
as well as where we're going. 
They appreciate the quality of 
the work and gallery," she added. 

This quality will certainly be 
demonstrated with the upcoming 
events and exhibitions that are 
all part of the tribute. Aside from 
the video installation, curator 
Réné Bart will exhibit the works 
of a variety of established artists 
who got their starts at The 
Powernousein November. Next, 
in December a similar 
compilation of young artists' 
works is planned. In tne same 
month, 'Metro D'Art' will display 
works in Montréal's Metro 
stations. 

The goal of the exhibitions "is 



to take risks with the latest 
generationof women artists while 
recognising the women who 
paved the way, thus giving them 
the opportunity to be seen," said 
Corry. She also feels that art 
should be "more accessible to 
the public.. .[with] less of the 
uptight white-wall gallery feel." 

Accompanying the 

exhibitions are short musical 
interludes on September 28, 29 
and 30. Beginning at 20h00 each 
night, the competitions are of 
narrative structure and involve 
improvisation. Corry describes 
them as "fun and innovative." 

The celebration draws to a 
close this spring with the 
publication of a book tentatively 
entitled, "La Question du Sujet." 
It will be composed of both art. 
work and written work and will 
address the politics of feminism 
in the art world. The book will 
include a retrospective on 
women in Canadian art. 

In watching The Powerhouse 
grow up, one can get a sense of 
not only women's involvement 
in art, but the transition and 
evolution of Canadian work over 
the past 1 6 years. The audience 
is given an opportunity to witness 
an adolescence and new-found 
maturity taking its course in 
feminism in Canada and in art. 

The exhibition runs from 
October 7 to November 1 at The 
Powerhouse Gallery, 4060 St. 
Laurent St. For information 
concerning the exhibition and 
future ones, call 844-3489.

Steve Langdon: NDP on campus

NDP leadership hopeful 
Steven Langdon made a 
campaign stop at McGill's 
Union building Tuesday 
afternoon. 

Langdon, a Windsor-arca 
Member of Parliament, 
explained his vision of the 
party's future. 

Langdon addressed a wide 
range of issues targetted in his 
campaign. In particular, he 
urged the continued fight 
against the 1 98 8 FrceT rade Deal, 
a tough stand against the 
Mulroney government's 
proposed nine per cent sales 
tax. 

Oneintriguingissuchoraised 
was a strong industrial 
émissions-réduction policy.The 
policy could cause severe 
economic hardship in his own 



constituency, where the main 
employers are Ford, General 
Motorsof Canada and Chrysler 
Canada. "It is necessary to put 
environmental concerns at the 
heart of our economic policy," 
he said. 

Langdon gave an 
unfavourable assessment of 
outgoing NDP party leader Ed 
Broadbent's final years at the 
helm. "He ended up being 
surrounded by threcor four key 
advisors.. .who isolated him 
from what was going on." 
According to Langdon, it was 
on the bad advice of these 
handlers that the NDP 
surrendered control of the Free 
Trade issue to the Liberals 
during the last federal election. 
Langdon promised his 
leadership style would no t allow 
the party to compromise on such 
important issues.

However, Langdon was not 
ateascwhcndiscussinghisown 
personal compromise on the 
issueof the Mcech Lake Accord. 
While he now opposes the deal, 
and claims to have done the 
same in caucus when the issue 
wasdcbated,he voted in favour 
of the Accord in the House of 
Commons so as not to break 
party unity.

Madeleine and the Angel de- 
scribes the complexities of fam- 
ily violence in its verbal, physi- 
cal and sexual forms. 

"1 had a story to tell which 
needed to be told in a fictional 
form," said Dumas. Madeleine 
and the Angel represents a sig- 
nificant departure from the 
usual, popular treatment of 
abuse which Dumas, a former 
bookseller, describes as both 
sensationalist and voyeuristic. 
Instead of detailed and clinical 
descriptions, Dumas offers a 
comprehensive treatment i n the 
hopes that the reader might 
understand how and why fam- 
ily violence occurs. 

Though not strictly autobio- 
graphical, the book is the prod- 
uct of personal experience. 
Dumas is a French Canadian 
Roman Catholic who grew up 
on the prairies in the '50s. 
Dumas feels that her use of a 
similar setting in this, her first 
novel, helped her to create the 
necessary atmosphere of isola- 
tion and control. 

The protagonist Pauline's re- 
examininations of nightmarish 
childhood experiences after the 
suddendeathofhcrfatherstruc- 
ture the narrative. 

Michel, a violent and abu- 
sive father, presents himself to 
his family as the battleground 
for God and the Devil, using 
religion as a fierce instrument 
of control over them. He iso- 
lates his family, continually 
moving them from town to town 
and limiting them to French- 



only conversation — makingany 
ou tside a t tachmen ts i mpossible. 

Madeleine, her mother, is an 
ambiguous character. Is Made- 
linecntirelya victimof theabuse 
or does hercomplicity make her 
even worse than her husband? 
Madeleine justifies her hus- 
band's actions by choosing to 
believe that God has selected 
him and their family for a spe- 
cial purpose. I n her eyes, M ichel 
is "the Angel," his jealousy, 
paranoia and alcoholism merely 
the manifestations of the Devil. 
Madeleine therefore betrays her 
children by defending her abu- 
sive husband, forcing them into 
innocent victims. 

The text is fragmented and 
symbolic, alternating between 
Pauline's memories and the 
present. Dumas acknowledges 
that this requires the reader to 
"do a little work" but calls her 
style deliberate, encouraging 
careful reading and promoting 
a deeper understanding of each 
of the four characters. 

Violent intimacy in families 
creates confused adults, people 
who are often angered by their 
senseof betrayal and victimiza- 
tion, and who encounter many 
difficulties forming love rela- 
tionships of their own. 

Madeleine and the Angel is "a 
healing novel" says Dumas, 
because it is only through the 
acknowledgement of the pain- 
ful events of their past that both 
Pauline and her sister can stop 
the cycle of abuse. Dumas be- 
lieves painfulexperiences must 
be dealt with , so the past does 
not obstruct the present.
